W IT H T H E B R IT IS H A R M IE S IN F R A N C E , July 11.— Allied aviators 
apparently attained absolute mastery of the air. 
They are carrying the aerial war far behind the German lines. 
Although 
given the best weather of the whole war, there is comparatively little bat­ 
tling. due to the extreme caution of the German airmen. 
Their activities are 
confined to night bombing, while the British bomb all night and fight all day 
when anything can be seen. 
The boches conduct their bombing operations from an altitude of about 
10,000 feet owing to the belching from our “archies." 
The British bombers drop down to a height of SOO feet or even 50 feet 
before they let loose their high explosives. This makes for extreme accuracy. 
A prisoner relates the tremendous havoc wrought on the Bapaume rail­ 
way and station, where a British plane swooped low and dropped a bomb in 
the midst of troops waiting to board a train. 
The British airmen are not allowing cobwebs to cover their machines. 
One well known aviator has brought down 25 boches in the last 30 days.

'total now nearly equals Baron von Richthofen’s. 
Another has more than fifty 
Germans ta his credit, several of which were downed during the past week.

ERE is shown tho Balkan territory affected by the present Allied 
offensive, which is sweeping the H uns back on a 6b-mile front ex­ 
tending across Albania. 
I t a l i a n s , aided by French, Albanians, and* 
British monitors, have scored considerable gains there during tile past 
few days and the campaign is expected to have far-reaching effect. 
The 
success of tho italian counteroffensive on the i ’iave and the imminent 
collapse of A ustria’s military power m akes this an opportune time for the 
allies to strike against the Turks and B ulgarians in the Balkans.

WASHINGTON, July 11.— A sudden awakening of Russians to tile dan­ 
gers of German occupation is adding zest to Allied plans for aiding Russia. 
It is admitted much of the success of the economic mission plus a police- 
propaganda force of soldiers depends on hew the Russians rally to its stand­ 
ards. 
Success against the Bolshevik! in Siberia, the attitude of the people 
there, the revolt of Ukraine against the Germna oppression and c o operation 
I of Russians with the allies on the Murman coast, are regarded as most en­ 
couraging by officials here. 


COPENHAGEN, July 11.— Reports were received here today that Grand 
Duke Alexis, the former Russian czarevich, has been murdered.

ports said he was killed by a bomb thrown by a Bolshevik soldier. 


AMSTERDAM, July 11.—The social revolutionary committee is still bar­ 
ricaded in thc municipal theatre at Moscow and is desperately defending the 
place, a Berlin dispatch states. 


STOCKHOLM, July 11.— Allied intervention is the only means of saving 
the democratic regime of Russia, according to M. Lavrensky, special repre­ 
sentative of the soc al revolutionaries cf the right, who just arrived here 
from Petrograd. 
Lavrensky declared that his party had definitely decided on this policy

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IMPORTANCE OF THE PRIMARIES 


Yesterday the Register discussed editorially the 
importance of the August primaries, looked at from 
the standpoint of those interested in the wet or dry 
issue.

Weeks ag * when former State Senator Cart­ 
wright began going over the state making addresses 
pleading for what he termed a square deal for cor- 
l>o rat ions, it was surmised that at the next legis­ 
lature an effort would be made by the corporations, 
for whose feelings Cartwright appeared so solicitous, 
to rid them selves of some of the righteous laws and 
just government regulation under which they now 
operate.

There are some of the candidates for state 
offices whose records upon the control of state jx>lp 
tics is too well known to be questioned. 
There are 
others whose affiliation with old machine manipula­ 
tions will rise up to smite them. 
The people have 
a right to demand a clear statement and a sincere 
purpose from each candidate for state office. 
The 
primaries are of importance in that they will deter­ 
mine whether or not candidates presented for the 
November election are right upon the big things that 
concern California. 
It is the duty of members of 
all parties to register, to examine into the records 
and attitude of candidates and to use their best dis­ 
criminatory powers at the primaries. 
Registration closes on July 27. 


LINKING THEM UP 


The United States now has direct shipping con­ 
nection with Chile, for the first time. 
An American 
steamer assigned to a new, through route is making 
the trip from New \ ork to V alparaiso in eighteen 
days. 
It used to take twenty-seven (lays, and the 
ships of the old regime flew alien flags. 
This route is announced as the first in a great 
service of direct steamship lines planned by the ship­ 
ping board. 
As rapidly as ships are available, they 
will be put into commission as sea link- connecting 
our eastern, western and southern seaports with Rio 
Janeiro, Buenos Aires, Montevideo. Caracas and the 
ports of all our other South and Central American 
neighbors, There will thus be established a chain oi 
communication hastening the unity of the western 
hemisphere. 
l'he program will not stop with that achieve­ 
ment. 
It will be extended until we have American 
vessels plying direct to the ports of all the seas. The 
immense expansion of our shipping, while calculated 
primarily for European war service, has this com­ 
mercial extension in view a- a secondary purpose. 
W e shall probably see it we ll developed before the 
close of the war, and afterward the vast tonnage 
available will make its consummation an easy matter. 
The Stars and Stripe- will then be a familiar 
sight in every port. 
We shad tap dierctly the raw 
materials of the whole earth and have direct access 
to all the world - markets. 
W e -hall be brought into 
closer touch and better understanding with all 
nations. 
The most remote countries and islands will 
become easily and pleasantly accessible to American 
travelers. 


LIQUOR AND SHIPS 


The Tacoma News Tribune takes issue with 
the position of Chairman Hurley of the federal ship­ 
ping board, regarding the effect of alcoholic liquor 
on ship production. 
Mr. Hurley told a senate com 
mittee at Washington recently that he believed 
national prohibitfrwi would reduce the output of 
American shipyards 25 per cent. 
Other members 
of the shipping board have expressed similar opin­ 
ions. Their argument is that the ship workers, who 
are now putting their hearts into their big task, would 
resent prohibition as an unwarranted interference 
with their personal liberty, and would accordingly 
wrork with less zeal. 
“Let us see about it, Mr. Hurley,'’ replies the 
Tacoma paper. “There have been no public protests 
because the ship workers on Puget Sound have been 
denied beer and light wines. California has the open 
saloon. 
Does ship production in the only ‘wet’ state 
on the Pacific coast proceed with so much greater 
speed and smoothness than here? 
“Tacoma, Seattle, Portland and other northwest 
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ports seem to be putting .ships intp the water 
as California and1 the ‘wet’ states of the east. Woul 
Tacoma’s great shipyards on the tidefiats be in­ 
creased in efficiency 25 per cent if the workers were 
served rations of beer and light wine^ It is doubt­ 
ful if even Chairman Hurley would venture to make 
so easily refuted and preposterous an assertion." 
As a matter of fact, it is hard to see how pro­ 
hibition has any particular application to shipbuilding 
at all. 
Why should federal prohibition offend the 
shipbuilders more than anybody else? It would not 
be in any way a discrimination against them—it 
would apply to everybody alike. 
Abstinence from 
liquor, whether voluntary or enforced, would in­ 
crease the efficiency of the whole nation. How. then, 
could it fail to stimulate shipbuilding along with the 
other industries, instead of paralyzing it? 


The United States senate spent a day lately dis­ 
cussing the record of James Buchanan. The senators 
decided that on the whole, he was a loyal president, 
and deserved a statue. 
All of which is interesting 
in a way—but we fail to see exactly how that day’s 
work helped to win the war.

Fighting and Success of

WITH THE AMERICANS ON THE 
MARNE, June 25. (By mall. Passed by 
the Censor.)—They did 
so, 
moving 
down toward Lucy and advancing on 
Delleau wood. 
(Lucy is just 
west 
of the 
south 
point of Delleau wood—now Boise des 
Ameieains—which extends 
about 
a 
mile and half northward nearly to the 
village of Belleau.) 
They combed the ravine 
on 
the 
right of Hie road as they went and 
collected 3H4 prisoners. The movement 
was made in a double wave, the first 
line in skirmish formation, the second 
echeloned in squads 
carrying 
gren­ 
ades. rifles and automatic rifles. 
The 
skirmishers tired from the hip, some­ 
thing new for the Germans, and they 
fired accurately, 
as 
falling 
boches 
showed. 
Most of the enemy machine 
guns, however, were taken in bayonet 
rushes. 
“The German machine gunners shot 
like hell till our bayonets were close 
up," said one member of the battalion. 
"Then—‘K am erad!’ ” 
Thirty-five German infantrymen on 
the other hand surrendered to a pick 
and shovel gang of fifteen men. 
In the afternoon the Germans start­ 
ed shelling the advancing Americans. 
The latter's preparatory barrage had 
proven ineffective and their position 
was 
uncomfortable. 
Reaching 
their 
designated objective, they found the 
battalion with which they were expect­ 
ed to connect on the right was not 
there. 
This apparently was due to a 
fault in the maps on which the ad­ 
vance was ordered. 
To make the po­ 
sition safe it was necessary after ex­ 
tending the line on the right to occupy 
the ground erroneously shown by the 
map to be in the possession of other 
Americans to attack again on the left. 
More prisoners knd machine guns 
were taken in this attack. The battal­ 
ion was then ordered to withdraw on 
the left, leaving the ground to be tak­ 
en care of by artillery. Next morning, 
however, it was found that the Ger­ 
mans had enfiltrated and were in the 
rear. With this advantage tile Germans 
attem pted to attack but were held and 
the Germans in the rear were wiped 
out. Seven m achine guns were captur­ 
ed. While the first was liveliest a com­ 
pany of engineers came to the Ameri­ 
cans’ aid and rendered splendid aid. 
The Germans scarcely ceased shell­ 
ing. 
They used high explosives, 
gas 
shells and one-pounders. 
The 
last 
named, term ed “Quick Dick'' by the 
Americans, comes 
silently 
and 
ex­ 
plodes disastrously. 
Airplanes, dropping bombs from a 
low height, contributed to the German 
fire. 
Two days of this and the engineers 
were withdrawn. Another battalion of 
the same brigade came to relieve the

up two companies because of gas and 
shelling.

make good curtains when moved back 
and forth on a wire. The flowers and 
branches made fine scenery, and the 
ground was as good an orchestra pit 
as you ever saw when the regimental 
band took its place in it.
